DUBLIN, June 28.—An attack be- 
gun at dawn today by Free State 
troops on the Irish republican army 
irregulars barricaded in the Four 
Courts at Dublin was still in progress 
at 1 p. m: today, under heavy fire 
from rifles, machine guns and ex- 
plosive shells from small caliber ar- 
tilery. The irregular troops under 
Commandant Rory O'Connor were 
reported to have been driven to the 
rear part of the Four Courts build- 
ing and the belief that they could 
not hold out much Idénger was ex- 
pressed in official quarters. 

Fowler's Hallin Parnell Square held 
by the ineurgents also was besieged, 
and after fire had broken out there 
shortly before noon, the irregulars 
evacuated it and moved to a nearby 
hotel. 

Unofficial estimates were that 15 
men hed been kill€d and numbers of 
combatants wounded up to the early 
afternoon. 

Business as U: val. 

Business proceeded almost as usu- 
al In Dublin while the fighting was 
going on. The citizens congregated 


in crowds along the quays and on | 


the bridge over the Liffey to watch 
the progress of the fighting. but 
there was little to see. The irregu- 
lara of the Four Courts were hus- 
banding thelr ammunition. Their 
replies to the firing during the fore- 
noon was confined for the most part 
to arpshooting by men concealed 
along the roof. 

There were some casualties among 
the, crowds watching the fighting, 
several spectators being struck by 
snipers’ bullets. The Free State 
troops were reinforced by lorry loa ls 
of soldiers from Mullingar and Ger- 
manstown, and the Four Courts was 
invested on all sides, Owing to its 
frontage on the Liffey and the nar- 
row streets flanking it in the rear, a 
direct attack appeared to 
cluded.

“The bacterial count of milk is 
an indication of the degree of care 
exercised in handling the milk by 
the producer and by the dairyman. 
High bacterial count indicates either 
unclean conditions at the farm, lack 
of proper icing during transit, im- 
proper pasteurization, subsequent 
contamination as a result of dirty 
bottles and careless handling or fail- 
ure of proper refrigeration between 
the time of pasteurization and deliv- 
ery. The bacteria may not, in them- 
selves, be harmful, but other factors 
being equal, milk with a high bac- 
terial count is much more likely 
to cause sickness than milk with a 
low bacterial count.

For ex- | 
ample, in New York City the ordi-,| 
nance requires that grade “A”’ milk 
shall not contain more than 30,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter at the 
time of delivery; that grade ‘B’ milk 
shall not have more than 100,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter at the 
time of delivery. Grade ‘C’ milk may 
be sold only for cooking and manu- 
facturing purposes and must not 
contain more than 800,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter. Milk contain- 
ing more than 300,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter is prohibited by 
law from being sold for any purpose. 
The ordinances of other large cities 
are similar to that just mentioned. 
Observations as to Cause. 

“It must, of course, be admitted 
that an occasional sample of milk 
may become contaminated or may 
not be kept properly cooled during 
delivery and that this may be the 
fault of an individual driver. When 
the milk from any dairy regularly 
contains large numbers of bacteria. 
for example, over 300,000 per cubic 
centimeter, the assumption is war- | 
ranted that the milk has not been 
properly handled, and milk which 
has not been properly handled may 
at any time be the source of dis- 
ease. 

‘With these facts in mind it wil} | 
be seen that several dairies are de- | 
livering a grade of milk which may | 
be considered passable. A consider- 
able number of dairies, however, are 
delivering milk which is far below 
the grade that should be considered 
safe for general use.

It will be well to get a firm grasp 
af this idea, “one single man.” 
Louis was the firet of a long list cf 
monarchs who in many countries es- 
tablished that particular form of 
highly efficient autocracy which we 
call “enlightened despotism.” He 
did not -like Kings who merely 
played at being rulers and turned cf- 
ficial affairs into a pleasant picnic. 
The Kings of that enlightened age 
worked harder than any of their sub- 
jects. They got up earlier and went 
to bed later than anybogy else, and 
felt their “divine responsibility” 
quite as strongly as their “divine 
right" which allowed them to rule 
without consulting their subjects, 


Of course, the King could not at- 
tend to everything in person. He 
was obliged to surround himself with 
a few helpers and councillors. One 
or two Generals, some experts upon 
foreign politics, a few clever finan- 
clers and economists would do for 
this purpose. But these dignitaries 
could act only through their sover- 
elen. They had no individual exist- 
ence. To the mass of the people 
the sovereign actually represented in 
his own sacred person the govern- 
ment of their country. The glory of 
the common fatherland became the 
rlory of a single @vnasty. It meant 
the exact opposite ,of our own 
American ideal. France was ruled 
of and by and for the House of 
Rourbon. 

The disadvantages of such a 
fem are clear.
